about it?” 
Without looking up from my 
fingernails I authoritatively an­ 
swered: 
“ Well

Pennsylvania veterans who have 
served at least nine months may 
be excused from jury duty." 
“ You're kidding,” they said 
through their wide open mouths. 
“Are you sure’' ” 
I didn't let my hurt feelings 
stand in the way of my assurance 
that this was so. But I w asn’t 
surprised at their doubt. Few 
people knew about that state 
law.

service to my friends I waved 
off their thanks with a "forget 
about it,” later wondering if 
they knew I preferred bourbon 
to scotch.

Just how many people want 
to be excused, I wondered. Ho 
I called the courthouse, got some 
lady who was willing to venture 
the information without being 
quoted. 


The num ber of jury begger* 
off, I learned, is about one third 
of those called. 
I also learned that jurors in 
Bucks County now receive *9 
lier day plus seven cents per 
mile travel expenses to and from 
their home to Doylestown 


Nobody I could reach, how­ 
ever, was able to tell me what 
the Traverse in Traverse Jury 
m eant so I tried the dictionary.

I cam e across the legal term : 
In pleading, to deny formally 
'an allegation of fact m ade by 
the opposite party); specif: a:

—that should be clear enough. 


What it means (I found out 
after begging somebody at the 
courthouse to explain) is that 
members of a Traverse Jury 
handle all eases of fact to de­ 
termine 
if they 
are true or 
false and can serve on either 
civil or criminal cases. 


I thanked all the people I had 
spoken with and then asked the 
big question: 
"How many people get out of 
jury duty by requesting they be 
excused because they are veter­ 
ans?” 
"Up to now, quite a few,” was 
the answer. 
I was almost afraid to ask 
the next question. 
What do you mean up to 
now?” 


“Oh,” they answered as though 
they had suddenly swallowed a 
ninth ball, “we can’t give you 
details about it—we’re not la a 
position to—but . , . “ 


I couldn’t stand the long wait 
U-tween the “ but” and the next 
fatal words. 
But they Anally 
came. 
. , . there s a bill which 
will do away with that law. We 
don t know whether it’s in effect 
yet. You see, there are so many 
veterans nowadays that . . , " 
I never heard the rest of it. 
I began to feel dizzy. The last 
thing I rem em ber ic visualizing 
my ex-friends 
sitting 
in 
the 
jury box scowling at me in flu* 
w itness chair.
